The following information was provided on January 23, 
1964, by a confidential source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past. 

A usually reliable source reported on 
January 3, 1964, that the NRPand the ANP and 
other unidentified racist groups planned to 
consolidate all groups under the leadership of 
James Madole of the NRP and planned to buy property 
in the Newburgh, New York area in order to hold 
meetings and conduct training there* The liaison 
man for that area was to be Frank Birdsall, who was 
alleged to own a fence company and to be in a position 
to employ approximately five members. 

(Characterizations of the ANP and NRP appear in 
the Appendix hereto.) 

The first source mentioned above stated that the 
files of a state investigative agency disclosed the 
following information; 

Files of the New York City Police 
Department, Bureau of Special Services, on 
January 3, 1964, revealed that Frank Birdsall, 
together with Betty Shepherd, William Hoff , 
John Maher, Jr., and Ian Lehr were sponsors 
of the New York Committee to Defend Floyd 
Simpson, P ost Office Box 191 > New York 28. 
New York. 
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Files of the New York State Department 
of Motor Vehicles (NYSDMV), Albany, New York, 
disclosed the following information: 

Frank D. Hrdsall, 96 Overlook Place, 
Newburgh, New York, bom July 27, 1936, white, 
male, 5*11", brown eyes. 1963-66 Chauffeur's 
Renewal License #Br09652r66338-934953; issued 
May 16, 1963, expires May 31, 1966. 

NYSDMV files contained a registration 
for a 1948 green Studebaker pickup truck bearing 
Commercial Registration Number 736-489 (1963) 
Tab Number 9188046. This vehicle was registered 
to Birdsall with the business address 102 South 
Lander Street, Newburgh, New York. 

Also registered to Birdsall was a 
1956 red and black Ford sedan bearing 1963 
registration DOC -23, Tab_#1102239. This 
registration reflected Birdsall to be self- 
employed, Post Office Bo2c 2272, West Newburgh, 
New York; Mastic Tile Corporation, North 
Montgomery Street, Newburgh, New York. 

Arrest records on file at the Bureau 
of Identification, Troop "K", New York State 
Police (NYSP), Hawthorne, New York, on January 13, 
1964, reveal ed that Birdsall was arregted nn be 

May 30, 1959, 
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for burglary tnird degree. They were convicted 
of unlawful entry and petty larceny. Birdsall 
was sentenced to six months in the county jail, 
sentence suspended and placed on probation. 
Also, Birdsall was indicted and arraigned for 
attempted extortion on November 8, 1959, This 
indictment was dismissed on a motion of the 
District Attorney on February 19, 1960. 

Investigation disclosed that Post 
Office Box 2272 was listed to Frank. D. Birdsall 
96 Overlook Place, Newburgh, New York, believed 
to be the pwner of the Superior Fence Company 
at the same address. 
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The Orange County Credit Bureau, 
Liberty Street, Newburgh, New York, reported 
that Birdsall is a partner with one Walter R. 
Staples in the Superior Fence Company, Post 
Office Box 2272, Newburgh, New York^ These 
records disclosed Birdsall is married to Sylvia 
Birdsall and has had a number of unfavorable 
credit accounts.

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Birdsall declared he is not a Nazi 
but described himself instead as a segregationist. 
He declared that if racist groups should locate 
in the Orange County, New York area, he 
will give jobs to approximately five of them in 
his fence company during the sinnmer months when 
business picks up.

about five times a year. 
He admitted going to ANP Headquarters in 
Arlington, Virginia, about one year ago with 
one John Maher, a former employee residing in the 
Newburgh area. Birdsall said he was there 
for about twenty minutes and received a cold 
reception when he mentioned something about 
the ANP Commander (George Lincoln Rockwell) 
and his friend, John Patler, who at that time 
had split with Rockwell and formed his own 
party in New York City known as the American 
National Party. He continued that Patler 
subsequently rejoined the ANP and was presently 
serving with Rockwell at Arlington, Virginiao 

Birdsall stated he had sent a donation 
of $20.00 to Patler as a Christmas present. He 
expressed a desire to become more active in 
racial activities but said he was limited 
because of his occupation and residence. 

The usually reliable source, mentioned previously, 
expressed the opinion that Birdsall had telephoned! I 



follcwing his interview by the NYSP representative 
because a representative of the ANP in New York Cj^ty thereafter 
said that the location for a headquarters at New Paltz, 
New York was definitely out and that the group would probably 
go Upstate again. It was indicated that a location either in 
Newburgh, New York or some place south of there would be 
more favorable.

In his book "This Time the World," copyrighted in 
1961, George Lincoln Rockwell i4entified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the Worl4 Union of Free Enterpriss 
National Socialists (ANP - WUFEN3), Arlington, Virginia, 

The April 4^ 1963 issued of "The Richmond News 
Leader, " a Richmond, Virginia daily newepa5*f»r, reported that 
George Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again applied 
for the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of 
Virginia, but thia request was turned down by the Virginia 
State Corporation Commissiono This action was taken pursuant 
to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which psohibits the 
use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a Virginia charter. 
This article further pointed out that Rockwell's party is 
presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 19, 1963, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organisied by George Lincqln Rockwell at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia en February 26, .1959 as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the Gferman Nazi Party 
headed by Adclf Hitler. He added that Rockwell is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a 
"line" of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is 
seeking, thi/cugh speeches, distribution of literature, and 
picketing, to establish a cohesive and dominant political 
party in the United States and- in foreign countries. 

On December 13, 1963, this source advised that in 
about September, 1960, the ANP initiated the Fighting American 
Nationalists (FAN) as a front group for the ANP although it 
has never been a separate organization. The source said the

FAN name is merely used on occasion instead of the ANP name 
and there are no separate officials for FAN, the FAN officials 
being identical with the ANP officials. He stated that George 
Lincoln Rockwell has informed him the FAN name was originally 
used as a device to attract supporters to his organization 
who might rebel at the use of the swastika and at being labeled 
as a Nazi. 

He added that the ANP has operated under the FAN 
name- throughout the country with the exception of a group 
operating under the FAN name in Baltimore, Maryland. He said 
the FAN group in Baltiir-ore is now, and always has been, a 
separate, orgainisatior. and not a part of the ANP,

aavxsed that the Baltimore FAN, which was organized in the 
Spring of 1S61, hs3 no official connection with the ANP although

In his book "This Time The World "^ copyrighted in 
1961, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists (ANP - WUFENS)^ Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963;. issue of "The Richmond News 
Leaders", a Richmond, Yirginia, daily newspaper, reported 
that GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again 
applied for the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the 
State of Virginia, but this request was turned dov/n by the 
Virginia State Corporation Commission • This action was taken 
pijrsuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which 
prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia charter^ This article fui?ther pointed out that 
ROCEZWELL^s party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party* 

On August 19^ 1963^ a source advised that the ANP - 
WUPENS was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his 
residence in Arlington, Virginia, on Februar»y 26, 1959^ 
as an international "National Socialist" movement based 
on the German Nazi Party headed by ALOLP HITLER^ He 
added that ROCKWELL is the dominant force and personality 
in this party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred against 
the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, 
distribution of literature and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party in the United States 
and in foreign countries. 

On December 13^ .1963^ this source advised that in 
about September, i960, the ANP initiated the Fighting American 
Nationalists (PAN) as a front group for the ANP, although it 
has never been a separate organization* He said the PAN name 
is merely used on occasion instead of the ANP name and there 
are no separate officials for FAN, the PAN officials being 
identical with the ANP officials. He stated that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL has informed him the PAN name was originally 
used as a device to attract supporters to his organisation 
who might rebel at the use of the Swastika and at being 
labeled as a Nazi.

According to the source the ANP, NY, will promote, 
in the New York City area, the policies of the ANP which call 
for the migration of Negroes to Africa and the trial and 
execution of all Jews guilty of Communist and Zionist 
treason. 

On December 12, 1963, the above source further 
advised that the ANP, NY, which formerly had its headquarters 
in the basement of 2l4 East 85th Street, New York City, had 
established new headquarters in apartment 2W, 319 East 93rd 
Street, New York City, on December 7, I963.

On June 13, 1963, a source advised that GEORGE 
LINCI\E had been designated by GEORGE LINCOm ROCKVJELL, 
leader of the American Nazi Party (ANP), Arlington, 
Virginia, to establish in New York City the American 
Nazi Party, New York (ANP,NY). 

According to the source the ANP, NY, will promote, 
in the New York City area, the policies of the ANP v/hich call 
for the migration of Negroes to Africa and the trial and 
execution of all Jews guilty of Communist and Zionist 
treason. 

On December 12, 1963, the above source further 
advised that the ANP, NY, which formerly had its headquarters 
in the basement of 2l4 East 85th Street, New York City, had 
established new headquarters in apartment 2W, 319 East 93rd 
Street, New York City, on December J, I963. The existence 
of the new headquarters, in which LINCKE was to take up 
residence with his mother and two other ANP, NY members, 
will be known only to trusted members of the ANP, NY.

In his book "This Time The World/' copyrighted in 
1961, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCR>JELL identified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists (ANP - WUPENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, I963, issue of "The Richmond News 
Leaders," a Richmond, Virginia, daily nevispaper, reported 
that GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again 
applied for "the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the 
State of Virginia, but this request was turned down by the 
Virginia State Corporation Commission. This action was taken 
pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which 
prohibits the use of "Nasi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that 
ROCKWELL'S party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 19, 1963, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUPENS was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his 
residence in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, 
as an international "National Socialist" movement based 
on the German Nazi Party headed by ADOLF HITLER. He 
added that ROCKWELL is the dominant force and personality 
in this party j that he is espousing a "line" of hatred against 
the Jews and Negroes j and that he is seeking, through speeches, 
distribution "of literature and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party in the United States 
and in foreign countries. 

On December 13, 1963, this source advised that in 
about September, i960, the ANP initiated the Fighting American 
Nationalists (PAN) as a front group for the ANP, although it 
has never been a separate organization. He said the PAN name 
is merely used on occasion instead of the ANP name and there 
are no separate officials for FAN, the FAN officials being 
identical with the ANP officials. He stated that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL has informed him the FAN name was originally 
used as a device to attract supporters to his organization 
who might rebel at the use of the Swastika and at being 
labeled as a Nazi.

Prom 7:45 p.m. to 8:15 p.m., on October 26^ 1964, 
James H. Madole, leader of the National Renaissance Party 
^, '1 (NRP), with six other individuals distributed pro-Goldwater 
VJ literature bearing the NRP name and address, 10 West 90th 
/ \' Street, New York City. This literature was distributed at 
the corner of 49th Street and 8th Avenue, New York City. 

There were no incidents at either the CORE 
picketing or the NRP literature distribution. 

When the CORE picketing at 50th Street and 8th 
Avenue, New York City, concluded at 9:30 p;ra., on « 
October 26, 1964, these pickets proceeded south to 49th 
Street, where a large number of Goldwater supporters .were 
assembled outside Madison Square Garden, New York City, 
between 8th and 9th Avenues, New York City, listening -to 
Senator Goldwater 's address by means of. loud-speakers. 
The CORE pickets attempted to mingle with the crowd of 
Goldwater people but were dispersed by the New York City 
Police Department. 

Senator Goldwater 's address before a capacity

On November l6, 1962, NY T-3> who has 
furnished reliable information in the 
past, advised that Allen Zagarell attended 
a meeting of the Lower East Side CP Youth 
Club on November 15, 1962. 

Through use of a pretext made by a Special 
Agent of the FBI on March 3, 1964, it was 
ascertained that Annette Zelman was then 
employed as a secretary by "The Worker" at 
23 West 26th Street, New York City. 

"The Worker" is an east coast Communist 
publication. 

On July 18, 196I, NY T-4, who has 
furnished reliable information in 
the past, advised that Paul Robeson, 
Jr., has stated that he no longer 
has confidence in the CP leadership 
and has resigned from the National CP 
Committee and the New York State CP 
Committee. 

Characterizations of the NRP and the 
YAWP are attached hereto and sources 
mentioned therein have furnished 
reliable information in the past.

On July 16, 1963^ a source stated that the National 
Renaissance P»:.?ty (NRP) is an anti -Semitic, an ti -Christian, 
anti -Negro, and neo-Pascist organization, with ac-tivities 
generally confined to the New York City area. It was founded 
in 19^9, by James H. Madole, who is in complete control of 
the party. The party's main function is distribution of the 
National Renaissance Bulletin on a bi-monthly basis and 
distribution of pro -Arab literature obtained from official 
Arab establishments in New York City. 

The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of James H. Madole 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report 
dated December I7, 195^, stated NRP activities and 
propaganda are clearly sub versive and un-American.

that all activities of the NRP have ceased and apparently will 
not resume for some time since James H. Madole is presently 
serving a two year sentence imposed on him on July I6, 1964, 
on a charge of riot.
